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DETAILED ACTION 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
08/07/06 has been entered. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly, pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 20-31 and 35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

The instant claims are indefinite since it is unclear what structure is intended by 
the "adapted to" phrase newly added to claim 1 . Clarification is required. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 

the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 

the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 

were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
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under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a). 

Claims 20-24, 26-29 and 31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Bauman in view of Yamazaki, et al. as applied in the final rejection 
mailed 05/26/06. 

Regarding the adapted to phrase, the gripper in Bauman can be loaded from 
either the top or bottom which would be synonymous with the front and back set forth in 
claim 20. 

Claim 25 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Bauman 
in view of Yamazaki, et al. as applied to claim 24 above, and further in view of Redman, 
Jr. et al. as applied in the final rejection mailed 05/26/06. 

Claim 30 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Bauman 
in view of Yamazaki, et al. as applied to claim 20 above, and further in view of newly 
cited Mcintosh, et al. 

It would have been obvious to provide a sensor in Bauman's gripper to denote 
the presence of a part in view of the teaching in Mcintosh. 

Claims 1-19 and 32-34 are allowed.
